T by the situation. Business has a very large stake in the 
game. Prospects now are that the next congress will have 
to deal with many business questions—more than the usual num- 
ber, and many of them new. 

Dislocations are general. Some are radical. Some puzzle busi- 
ness men themselves, much more do they puzzle lawyers and poli- 
ticians, who are numerous in every congress. 

This will make for difficulties on every hand. The tangles 
must be straightened out. Business is business, and it must go on. 
And the more successfully it is conducted the better for the coun- 
try. Poor business means wide discontent, and wide discontent 
“means peril for the government. Moreover, taxes are heavy and 
must be paid, and business produces the wherewithal. 

But business men should do more than merely watch the game 
and back players in whom they have confidence. They should 
take a hand, and play themselves. The next congress should con- 
tain ‘‘a liberal sprinkle’? of members who have been trained in 
business; who know men and everyday values rather than books 
and theories; who would bring to questions of finance and taxation 
and trade the fruits of long experience and many successes. 

It is an old complaint that business men take too little in- 
terest in politics; that they neglect the primaries, and even the 
election days when officials are chosen; that out of this indiffer- 
ence political bosses and their machines have issued. 

Whatever hitherto there may have been in this complaint, 
there should be no cause for it henceforth. Both the business 
world and the political world have received a jolt which should 
eause both to bestir themselves as seldom before. The times are 
most decidedly out of joint. Guideposts have disappeared. Path- 
making is imperative, and must be performed under many dif- 
ficulties. 

In a way, there may be some sacrifice in turning thus from 
business to polities. And yet. there should be money in it, too. For 
the better the legislation as the result of assistance from business 
men, the greater will be the country’s prosperity; and in that busi-

T HAT statement from General Pershing, featured on the front 


entirely understood by some people, for the reason that 
the charges to which General Pershing referred have not 
been printed in detail in the newspapers, although they have been 


referred: to in congress, and in the dispatches from Washington.

That ‘‘drink and the devil of syphilis are whipping American 
soldiers, who have reached France, into the guardhouses and hos- 
pitals by the thousands.’’ 

That ‘‘1046 men from one suburban community in the north- 


eastern section of the United States were under guard for drunk-| 


enness after their first payday in France.’’ 
That ‘‘nearly all the officers of the last lot of men landing got

C ALIFORNIA certainly has a glorious climate. But it also, 


Pasadena. 

Pasadena, it will be remembered, is the place where every 
year is held a tournament of roses. This tournament is held in thé 
middle of the winter to demonstrate the matchless climate of the 
Crown City. So, of course, the weather there is always mild. Other- 
wise it could not hope to attract the millionaire tourists it does. 

On the way to Pasadena, however, some evidences were en- 
countered that created some misgivings in the Ford party as to 
whether Pasadena’s weather would always stand the test. Near 
Upland the sides of the road were quite muddy and considerable 
water was standing. The cause, on inquiry, was found to be that 
the day before there had been a near cloudburst in that vicinity, 
about an inch and a half of rain falling there in an hour. 

Going on to Azusa. snow was found, and the boys and girls 
of that vicinity were out in the streets snowballing. They had 
rolled a fair-sized snowman on the roadside, and the ‘‘beautiful’’ 
covered the orchards. 

Of course Azusa is a small town and has no winter tourna- 
ment to support, so that wasn’t so surprising as it might have been, 
but on arriving in Pasadena it was discovered that the storm had 
visited that beautiful city also, only there the disturbance had 
come in the form of a hail storm and the hail was still in deep 
patches on the shaded places. 

Getting down town, the city looked natural again, until riding 
along Walnut street to escape the crush of traffic on Colorado, the 
Ford ran right into the biggest crush it has ever met in Pasadena. 
Automobiles and people were crowded about a handsome church 
in that vicinity as thick as the traffic cops would allow, and great 
blocks of concrete were lying shattered all over the sidewalk. Get- 
ting by that crowd of humanity. the party headed up Lincoln ave- 
nue, it wasn’t long in finding another jam of vehicles and sight- 
seers. The occasion this time was a fine school building, the most 
noticeable thing about which was that the windows were all brok- 
en, and the ground was covered with debris, broken glass and con- 
crete and other things. There smaller houses noticed on the way 
that seemed the worse for wear, some having lost their roofs, and 
some having been moved bodily. One large tree had been lifted 
bodily out of the ground and then set down again. Chimneys were 
wrecked and other evidences of damage were on the way. 

It seemed that the daily papers ought to have a good story for 
a seare head, and the Los Angeles dailies were consulted to sé™ 
what it was all about. One of them told the story this way: 

““The tail end of a wind storm that raged in the mountains 
adjacent to this city created considerable diversion yesterday af- 
ternoon, the freakish aspects appealing to the residents because 
of the suddenness of its appearance and because the sun kept right 
on shining all the time. Aside from playfully picking up» stray 
pieces of paper and other light materials and shooting them high 
in the air, and causing considerable embarrassment to many ladies 
who were out shopping, no serious damage was suffered by the 
city.’’ 

The pieces of paper viewed by the correspondent must have 
been the tin roofs that other Pasadena people saw swirling end 
over end at an altitude of 500 feet or more. And the embarrassed 
ladies out shopping might have been the woman who ran down 
cellar to escape the cyclone. Pasadena people who know what a 
cyclone is averred that the wind storm of Saturday was the real 
thing, and they told stories of damage done in the city that equaled 
a Kansas blow. 

But you won’t discover anything of the kind in the Los An- 
geles papers. Their correspondents must be blind and deaf on 
such oecasions.—Colton Courier.

NATIONAL FOREST GRAZING 
PRIVILEGES MUST NOT 
BE SOLD 


The secretary of agriculture is 
notifying all holders of permits for 
grazing livestock on the national 
forests that the payment of any 
bonus or allowance for waiver of 
the grazing privilege in connection 
with sales of livestock or ranch 
properties will be cause for revoca- 
tion of the permit. 

Owing to the great and ever-grow- 
ing demand for use of the forest 
ranges, which is now in most re- 
gions far beyond their capacity, the 
grazing privilege is of large value. 
In the view of those in charge of 
the national forest grazing business, 
it would be entirely unfair for the 
public to forego a maximum return 
for the value of use of its property 
and then allow those granted the 
privilege of use to collect this value 
from others, as the price of sur- 
rendering their privileges. Such a 
practice would, they say, make com- 
petitive disposal by the government 
of the grazing the only logical 
course. 

As Secretary Houston says — in 
warning the range users that’ the 
payment of bonuses or the giving of 
any consideration to secure the fil- 
ing of a waiver of the grazing privi- 
lege is prohibited, “such a payment 
would be a consideration for a privi- 
lege the granting of which is wholly 
within the discretion of the govern- 
ment and for which no one is enti- 
tled to receive compensation.” 

Therefore any such payment will 
be “sufficient cause for the revoca- 
tion of permit or forfeiture of all 
grazing preferences based upon the 
purchase of permitted stock.”

FINENESS OF LIMESTONE 

The Pennsylvania state college has 
been making an investigation  re- 
garding the relative value of lime- 
stone of different degrees of fine- 
ness. Investigations were made as 
to the pulverized limestone being sol- 
uble in water, as to its value in cre- 
ating acidity, in promoting the for- 
mation of soil nitrates, in promoting 
the growth of plants and as to the 
rate of losses. A depleted farm was 
taken and built up largely by the 
use of limestone. One feature is of 
particular interest, and that has to 
do with the fineness of the screen 
and, as may be noted from the re- 
port, the results from applying ex- 
tremely finely pulverized stone are 
not enough better to justify the use 
of fine screen, 

On the basis of the results obtain- 
ed, it was concluded that an appli- 
cation of limestone in which the en- 
tire product consists of very fine 
material is less desirable from the 
standpoint of permanent agriculture 
than one consisting of varied degrees 
of fineness; that an ideal application 
of limesfone is one in which there 
is sufficient fine material (60-msh) 
to meet the immediate needs of the 
soil and thus allow time for the 
coarser particles to disintegrate; that 
if the entire product will pass a 
ten-mesh screen and include all of 
the fine material, it is sufficiently 
fine for soil improvement if applied 
somewhat in excess of the immediate 
needs of the soil. Such a product 
should contain at least 50 per cent of 
material that will pass a 60-mesh 
screen.

HOME CARD ON FOOD READY 


The new home card for the food 
administration has been issued and 
shortly will be distributed through- 
out the United States to aid house- 
keepers in observing the 1918 food 
conservation program of two wheat- 
less, one meatless and two porkless 
days a week as announced in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s proclamation.

FARMERS TO HELP IN FOOD SUR- 
VEY 


The farmers of the United States 
will be asked to cooperate with Un- 
ele Sam in making the first nation- 


wide war emergency food survey, | 
which will be conducted by the bu- 
reau of markets. The bureeau of 


crop estimates will work in conjunc- 
tion with the bureau of markets in 
this branch of the survey and will 
distribute through their voluntary 
crop reporters one-half million ques- 
tionnaires to representative farmers 
asking for the amounts of the im- 
portant crops and numbers of live 


stock on their farms on Dec. 31, 1917, | 


and December 31, 1916. From the 
data secured in this way a 
mate can be made of the crops and 
live stock in the hands of the 6,- 
000,000 farmers of 
compared to a year ago. 

The questionnaire which the farm- 
er will fill includes 56 items asking 
for estimates on all important crops 
and kinds of live stock. 
ule also asks for the amounts of a 
number of crops produced during 
1917, the size of the farm, number of 
acres in cultivation, and whether or 
not it is operated by owner or ten- 
ant. 

The object of this survey is to aid 
in the making of intelligent plans for 
adequate and distribu- 
tion of existing food supplies and for 
production of adequate food, for 
which there is most urgent demand. 
It is a part of a general investigation, 
provided for by the last congress, to 
ascertain the existing supplies. of 
food and food material in the hands 
of every manufacturer and dealer of 
food products in the country. Offici- 
als of the bureau of markets state 
that the complete survey will yield

~ EMPLOYMENT 80 


For the year ending December 31, 
1917, the public employment bureaus 
of the state of California successfully 
filled 92,959 positions, according to 
the report of John P. McYaughlin, 
This 
increase of 100 per cent over the 
the 46,442 placements of 1916, which 
was the first year of their existence. 
If we include the additional 45,044 
placements in Los Angeles city the 
public employment bureaus of the 
state have 138,003 placements to 
their credit for the year just ending. 

San Francisco. placed 39,795, of 
whom 3375 were women and 36,420 
were men; 15,557 were sent outside 
the city and 24,238 went to work in 
the city proper. Of the women, 1509 
were placed in hotels, apartment 
houses and restaurants, 998 in pri- 
vate homes, 54 in factories and 228 
in clerical positions. Hotels and 
restaurants took 8759 of the men, 
followed by transportation with 5,- 
615; lumber and timber products 
with 3231; agriculture with 1859, and 
factories 1633. 

Oakland placed 11,459 men and 2,- 
755 women. Of the women, 1725 went 
into private homes and 636 into ho- 
tels, apartment houses and restau- 
rants. These same industries took 
1768 men, followed by _ transporta- 
tion with 1829 and agriculture with 
587, Oakland, Alameda and Berke- 
ley accounted for 12,291 of the total, 
lie balance of 1923 going to outside 
points. 

Secramento’s total of 11,313 com- 
prised 10879 men and 434 women. 
Of the women, 291 went into pri- 
vate homes and 99 into hotels, etc. 
Agriculture accounted for 3253 of the 
men, followed by the lumber indus- 
try with 1557 and transportation 
with 1505. Of the total positions 
furnished, 3079 were in Sacramento, 
and 8234 were outside the city. 

The Fresno office was only in op- 
eration a little over four months and 
place 6999 persons, of which num- 
ber the women constituted 289, Fres- 
no city took 1895 and the surround- 
ing country 5104. Agriculture took 
171 of the women, hotels 67 and pri-

000 positions mentioned above, 13,-

ly because our bureaus have been

So many of our Upland friends 
have asked what we think of Wash- 
ington, D. C., that I have put 
writing the following impressions: 
It is the most beautiful city that 
we have ever seen. The streets are 


wide and clean and well kept. Regu- 
lar and well marked, it is easy for 
a stranger to find his way about. 
The Capitol is in the center of the 
city on a hill. The city is divided 
into four quarters—N. W., N. E., S. 
E., and S. W., the street running 
north and south are numbered and 
those east and west are lettered. 
The arrangement is very satisfactory 
and it is easy to find any address. 
As a sightseeing place Washing- 
ton is hard to beat. The beautiful 
streets and many circles and squares 
and parks and cemeteries together 


in 


with the many magnificent public 
and government buildings, with a 
host of historical monuments makes 


driving about the city a delight. The 
greatest interest, however, is on the 
inside of the buildings. Many for a 
short visit only, but many others one 
can go into time and time again and 
always find more of interest. 

A visit to the national Capitol is 
not complete without going to Mt. 
Vernon, the old home of Washing- 
ton. It is a lovely trip and filled 
with historical interest. At the navy 
yards one can see them making the 
great guns and it is a sight one 
will not soon forget. Also on ex- 
hibit are many old guns of great his- 
torical interest, both from our own 
country and those captured from oth- 
er countries. 

The climate? Well, it is not Cali- 
fornia. We would think more of our 
capital if it were located in Califor- 
nia. When the prevailing winds come 
from the northerly direction it is 
sure some rough climate and when 
they come from the south there is 
slush, so that one wishes the balmy 
breeze would change—and it does 
and there is winter again; so it is 
just one change after another and 
the very worst sort of weather ac- 
cording to our notion. 

The people? Well, they are mostly 
government employees. Their wages 
are low but perhaps fully equal to 
their ability. In some respects, how- 
ever, they would be hard to equal 
and that is in their overbearing dis- 
position. Because they work for 
your Uncle Samuel they think they 
are IT. Others think they are it be- 
cause they live in our national capi- 
tal, os most of the population has 
caught the spirit and assume a very 
disagreeable attitude toward stran- 
gers. 

But we try to forget the unpleas- 
ant things’ and remember the advan- 
tages. The greatest of which we 
think is the opportunity for study. Of 
course one. can study our govern? 
ment and compare it with other gov- 
ernments better when close to it. 
Their magnificent public library is 
free to all and by making a small 
deposit one can borrow books and 
magazines. But the great Congres- 
sional library is wonderful beyond 
my powers tell. Open to the 
public, but strangers cannot carry 
books away. We spent much pro- 
fitable time there and would like to 
have it near again. 

It is very interesting to see our 
congress at work, but we were dis- 
appointed in attempting to listen to 
them because there is so much rou- 
tine work and one can never tell 
when things of interest are coming 
up for debate. 

But the Smithsonian Institute and 
its connection with the national mu- 
seum and zoo were the greatest at- 
tractions for us. There one finds 
things in scientific arrangement for 
the study of any subject that he 
may wish to study. I believe I 
learned more there last winter than 
I ever learned in two years at col- 
lege. There is no subject of human 
endeavor left untouched. From the 
earliest beginning of the dawn of 
creation down to the smallest detail 
coming up through millions of years 
considering all things that man or 
his creator have achieved and reach- 
ing onward into the mysteries of the 
great beyond.

He stated that 
Florida had already expended $880,- 
000 to try and expurgate the can- 
ker. Up to the present time, he said, 
there has been a loss of 50 per cent 
of the trees in the infected district. 


The meeting proved to be one of 
the most interesting in months. 
Chas. Needham, the president, hav- 
ing returned after an absence of 
some time, was in the chair. 

A delightful feature of the day 
was the bountiful luncheon served at 
the Claremont Inn by W. S. Romick, | 
an enthusiastic member of the so- 
ciety. After luncheon the company | 
enjoyed a number of banjo selections 
by Miss Haskin, with piano accom- 
paniment by Miss Romick. 

Prof. Cushman spoke on “Fertiliz- 
ers,” told of the scarcity and ad- 
vance in prices, and recommended 
that an effort be made to get the 
government to take over and fix 
prices of all kinds of fertilizers.

Server, in his address touched on 
the importance of conserving mois- 
ture recommending that the deound:

If something were suddenly to hap- 


‘pen to the telegraph systems of the 


country and Uncle Sam should want 
to send circular letters to the peo- 
ple of the West by hand and by 
mail, there is at least one institu- 
tion that could step into the breach 
well equipped for the task. The 
Central Duplicating Bureau of the 
Southern Pacific general offices in 
San Francisco is probably the most 





unique institution possessed by any 
railroad in the country. Since 1915 
exposition, when it attracted the 
wonder and admiration of thousands 
of visitors, it has been enlarged and 
perfected until today this bureau 
represents a model of efficiency. So 
complex has become the business of 


jrailroading and so interlocked is it 


with public need and convenience, 
that there is no minute of the day 
when it is not necessary to be send- 
ing out information to agents and 
the public, new tariff sheets, orders 
and instructions to departments, cir- 
culars, reports and various styles of 
printed forms to meet the new re- 
quirements constantly arising. Ship- 
pers, receivers of freight, newspa- 
pers, travelers, and the army of em- 
Ployees engaged in operating the Pa- 
cific system from Portland to El 
Paso require prompt and accurate 
information continually. There is a 
printed form for almost every trans- 
action invelved in the day’s busi- 
nesg. It is business of the duplicat- 
ing bureau chiefly to duplicate by 
the thousands and sonietimes by the 
million the matter turned over to it 
for the purpose. Naturally this in- 
volves appliances seldom seen in 
any private business. A complete 
description of the mechanical prop- 
erties of the Central! Duplicating bu- 
reau would be impossible, but some 
idea can be given. 

The bureau is conducted by E. W. 
Irwin and comes under the_ juris- 
diction of H. G. Cook, the company’s 
general storekeeper. 

Mimeograph machines here attain 
a speed of 195 copies per minute. 
Four of them process a million cop- 
ies of letter or circular a month. 

Electrically driven multigraphs 
are applied to the printing of forms, 
menus and circulars where a large 


{number of copies are needed. In one

copies of one form} 
were run off, 

A “shaving department” saves the 
railroad thousands of dollars a year 
by “shaving” used dictaphone cylin- 
ders so that the old record is oblit- 
erated and the wax ready for a new 
impression.

An electric automatic addresso- 
graph puts complete addresses on 
blank envelopes at the rate of 4000 
per hour.

THE BIGGEST CROP 
Be 

We produced last year the largest 
potato crop America has known, 448,- 
536,000 bushels, according to the 
latest figures of the bureau of crop 
estimates of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. The 1916 


crop was only 286,953,000 bushels,. 


while the average production from 


1911 to 1915 was, in round numbers,. 


363,000,000 bushels. Thus, we haye 
on hand this winter 155,583,000 bush- 


/els more than in 1916 and 79,536,000: 





bushels more than the average for- 


the preceding years since 1910. We 
can’t well send this potato surplus 
to Europe, but by eating it at home 
we can send other forms of food to 
the front. It should be remember-- 
ed in that connection that America’s 
consumpticn of potatoes has been be- 
low the average per capita consump- 
tion of other nations. It has been 
estimated by some authorities that 
we could very readily double our po- 
tato diet and be within the bounds 
of a healthful and desirable ration 
adjustment. 


We should profit by the experience. 
of the winter of 1914-1915, which af- 
fords the nearest parallel to the pres- 
ent potato situation. Much of the 
1914 crop was held in storage that 
winter. It moved into consumption 
slowly, and the result was that in 
the spring 1915, as the new crop be- 
gan to come in, the holders rushed 
to the market, glutted it, hammered 
down prices, and potatoes sold for 
25 or 80 cents per barrel to starch 
factories. We must guard against 
a repetition of that experience next 
spring, and the only certain insurance 
against it is to cease holding pota- 
toes, to market the present supply 
gradually through the winter, and to 
increase our potato consumption. Be- 
cause of car shortage and transpor- 
tation limitations, each section should 
maiket as near to the point of pro- 
duction as possible.: 

The food administration has 10 
power to fix potato prices, but it has 
and will exercise, if necessary, power 
to prevent unreasonable profits. It 
is now working upon a plan to ex- 
pedite “acceptances” of potatoes and 
other perishable food products and 
to eliminate losses and delays caus- 
ed by unjustified rejections by con- 
signees. The department of agri- 
culture and the food administration 
urge those who are holding potatoes 
to market them gradually and stead- 
ily, so as to sell out before the 
new crop comes in, and they urge 
every one to eat more potatoes— 
and less bread. 


New regulation has been made gov- 
erning the use of food materials for 
making distilled spirits, in effect that 
no grain other than of inferior qual- 
ity shall be used for making distilled 
spirits for any purpose whatsoever.
